ITS ANNUAL MEETING HELD 
| | YESTERDAY. 


President Jones Submits His An- 
nual Address — Retiring Secre- 
tary Higgins Given a Substan- 
tial Token of Estecm—Final, Ite- 
port of his Stewardship. 


The annual meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce took place yesterday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock in the rooms ot 
the chamber on First street, President 
Jones in the chair. There was a good 
attendance, and considerable enthusi- 
asm was shown. Secretary Higgins 
presided at the secretury’s desk for the 
last Lime. | 
The minutes of tho last meeting 
were read and approved. 

A memorial was submitted asking 
Gov. Waterman to appoint an addi- 
tional member ot the State Board of 
Agriculture for Southern California, 


decided to instruct the secretary to 


commuuicate with the Governor re- 
garding the appointment. ‘The whole 
matter was then referred to the board 
of directors, with power to act, and 
also to select « candidate for the office. 
The secretary read a communication 
from the State Board of Agriculture, 
in which it was stated that the nomi- 
nations for «a citrus fair committee 
made by the chamber were confirmed. 


The matter was referred to the Citrus 


Fair Committee. 

A communication was received from 
J. J. Jones, asking that a committee of 
five to look after a standing exhibit at 
the World’s Fair be appointed. The 


communication was placed on file. 


A communication was submitted 
from the National Board of Trade, 
asking that the chamber, become a 
member of that institution. The mat- 
ter was referred to the board of direct- 
ors. 

THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 

Maj. Jones then read his annual ad- 
dress, the principal paragraphs of 
which are printed below: 

Gentlemen of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce: I can conceive of no better 
Way to occupy your time and fulfill my 
duty of giving you the usual address on 
this occasion than to briefly review the 
labors of the chamber for the past year, 
and make suggestions with regard to those 
of the year just begun. 

A year ago our first annual meeting was 
heid. We were a new, untried, - inex- 
perienced organization, We hardly knew 
whether the elements of which we wers 
composed would assimilate and work with 
sufficient harmony and energy to accoin- 
plish anything or not. We soon found that 
there were plenty of questions of public in- 
terest which were within our province and 
which it became our duty to take hold of. 
We had had a good temporary secretary 
and we elected a good new one. He took 
bold of the work with a vim. 

We had some good eommittees. They 
also went to work to see what could be 
made out of their departments. It was im- 
mediately found by the workers that there 
was so much to do that they must work to- 
gether. The Committee on Statistics, etc., 
got out the pamphlet we published... . 
Among our first efforts was that to get an

We 
have taken Senators and Representatives, 
members of the most important Congres- 
sional coiamittees there, and showed them 
the nature of the improvements desired and 
the vast advantage that would follow their 
construction, both to this region immedi- 
ately tributary—larger than all New Eng- 
land, and with a quarter of a million peo- 
— to the whole interior and South- 
These two enterprises, together with the 
coustant agitation ot the project of a rail- 
way from Utah to Los Angeles, the con- 
stant recognition of tne vast advautage, the 
almost absolute need of our community of 
this new enierprise, have been perhaps the 
most important with which the chamber 
has beeu occupied. Our intercourse with 
ple representing every business and 
vecupation in the community has taucht us 
that our true field of usefulness lies in 
bringing in the means to stimulate business 
and furaish labor to the unemployed, aud 
bringing in settlers for the soil and seekers 
for the sanitary advantages our country 


ers, 

We have been taught thatright against 
our doors, awaiting the means of transporta- 
tion, lie metals aud minerals of va ue and 
quantity suflicient to bring us great wealth 
and prosperity asa manufacturing center, 
With mauutactories, skilled labor finds em- 
ployment and wages, a new stimulus is 
given to trade, and an enlarged market to 
the farmer. - 

The Utah railroad will give us access to 
the best interior market for our products; a 
new, and that the most desirable, avenue of 
travel to and from this point, by whicha 
large and new class of visitors wil! come to 
our community. I enlarge upon these mat- 
tersa little to show that the chamber is 
alive to their importance. Any one of 
them is of suiicient magnitude to occupy 
the wuole tim of this body, if other things 
could be neglected. _ 

Our other work you all know. We have 
urged the increase of acreage under cultiva- 
tion. We have urged the passage of a sewi- 
annual tax- collection law, and the repeal of 
the mortgage-tax law. We aided the adop- 
tion of the Reform-sehool Billand the loca- 
tion of the school here. Webrought the 
president of the Carson and Colorado Ru 
road to Los Angeles, renewed the project of 
building that road to Mojave; waked up 
Inyo county and renewed trade relations 
with it. We did much work in the interest 
of sugar-bect raising.

General Interest Manifested on the 
Subject—Mr. Painter’s Land and 
the Wilson Tract Mentioned as 

| Desirable Locations. 


Ask anybody you chance to meet on 
the street what he thinks of the Pasa- 
dena park project, and without hesita- 
tion he will approve of it, promise to 
work for it, and tell you that it’s bound 
to be a go. The subject is being very 
generally discussed, and although opin- 
ions differ as to the park’s location, the 
manner of purchase or rental, and the 
several purposes to which it ought to be 
devoted, these questions are likely to be 
settled for the most part at the meet- 
ing called for Saturday afternoon in 


yard Land and Water Company, when 
all will run smoothly. | 

The site of the proposed park has al- 
ready received much attention. Mr. 
A. J. Painter comes to the front with 
strong arguments in favor of a portion 
of his property lying to the north of 
town on the highlands, while Mr. 
Shorb calls attention to the peculiar 
advantages of portions of what is 
known as the Wilson tract, situated in 
the eastern part of thecity. The rela- 
tive advantages of the two mentioned 
localities will be fully discussed at 
Saturday's meeting. Meanwhile dis- 
interested citizens will have time to 
think over the matter. 

The land which Mr. Painter designs 
for the use of the park comprises a 
tract of about 30 acres, situated to the 
east of Lincoln avenue and north of 
Dakota street. That the property is 
well designed to meet the requirements 
suggested no one will dispute. Located 
as it is at a high elevation it com- 
mands a splendid view of the valley to 
the south, while the near-by mountains 
form an imposing background. The 
land is level, and a racetrack could be 
laid at comparatively little expense. 
As not more than 16 acres are required 
for a half-mile course an abundance of 
room would be left for the exercise of 
various outdoor sports, such as foot- 
ball, base-ball and cricket. The place, 
moreover, possesses decided advan- 
tages in the way of easy access. A 
street-car line running from the center 
of town passes directly by the grounds, 
und the Altadena station of the 


Cross Rapid Transit road is 
not many hundred yards away. 
Although Mr. Painter has made 


no formal proposition for 8 
or selling the property to a par 

association it is understood that he is 
willing te offer very favorable terms 
and to devote considerable personal at- 
tention toward furthering the success 


gotten. Few Pasadenians are aware 
that a ride of 10 minutes to the east- 
ward from the business part of town 
will bring them into a stretch of coun- 
try of surprising beauty, covered with 
live oaks, intersected with picturesque 
cafions, and carpeted with grass and 
foliage of living green, the whole 
forming one magnificent park. A 
TIMES representative was driven over 
the ground yesterday, a brief inspec- 
tion of which was sufficient to show 
that advantages are there to be 
had of such a nature as. to 
warrant serious consideration before 
another site has been chosen. 
The land controlled by Mr. Shorb is 
very extensive, and offers numerous 
sites well adapted to meet the wants 
of a driving or agricultural park. One 
of the most desirable of these locations 
lies to the east of Lake avenue and 
south of California street. The thor- 
oughtare passing by Judge Magee’s 
residence takes you directly to it. 
Adjoining a nearly level plateau that 
commands a magnificent view of the 
snow-capped mountains and the beauti- 
ful San Gabriel Valley. stretching out 
to the eastward, is a charming cafion. 
In its center trickles a stream of clear 
water, between banks of moss and rich 
foliage. Rare oaks send out their 
gnaried branches in all directions and 
complete a scene of exceptional natural 
picturesquenss. Here, say the ad- 
mirers of this section of country, 
you have natural advantages that will 
prove of vast importance to any kind of 
a park that may be determined upon 
and few deny the assertion.

Opinions of Dr. Newman on the 
tussian Influenza. 

At the regular meeting of the Pasa- 
dena Medical Society held on ‘Tuesday 
evening Dr. D. C. Newman read an 
interesting paper on la grippe or Rus- 
sian influenza. 

Dr. Newman said that similar epi- 
demics bad prevailed more or less fre- 
quently from earliest antiquity; at 
times as a local epidemic, aud others 
assuming a Widespread form as at 
resent. The disorder was divided 
nto three forms: Simple epidemic 
catarrhal fever, epidemic catarrhal 
fever with predominant pulmonary af- 
fection, and epidemic catarrbal fever 
accompanied by rheumatism and gas- 
tro-intestinal disorders. oo 

The epidemics were said to usually 
assume one type of the above division, 
but all three forms may exist in any) 
epidemic, the second and third forms 
being found existing 
together, or the rheumatic pains are 
found to setin in either the first or 
second forms after a few days, or when 
the patient seems on a fair way to re- 
covery. ‘The first form is of very little 
consequence, except in young children, 
the aged and feeble, or persons suffer- 
ing with consumption. Itis the form 
most frequently met with. 

The second form often proves fatal, 
and it is this nature of the dis- 
ease that is causing the present 
surprising death rate. The com- 
lications aré either acute capillary 
ronchitis, catarrhal pneumonia, or 


with acute bronchitis is the most fatal 
form the disease assumes.

croupous pneumonia, which associated ; 


fatal, is very trying on the patient, 


and the rlf€umatic pains difficult to re- 


lieve. These pains come on in the 
evening, and partially or entirely dis- 


appear in the morning. They are apt 


to ufflict one side’of the body only, or 
a particular set of muscles, one eye 
brow or one eye ball. 

All forms of the disease begin with a 
dry sore throat, coryza (cold in the 
head), tightness and constriction of the 
chest, with a dry, short cough. The 


patient feels chulls running uP and 
down the back, followed by flushes 
of heat. The head aches 


particularly over the eyes; the skin is 
dry and hot, and the pulse rapid. 
There may be nausea and vomiting, 
the bowels may be either loose or con- 
stipated, and in the severer forms the 
nose sometimes bleeds. 
become vellow and jaundiced, and the 
bowels tender, especially in the hypo- 
chrondriac region. After two or three 
days the skin becomes moist and cool, 
and the hands and feet cold, From 
this stage on each case will show to 
which form it belongs. 

The Doctor then went on to describe 
in detail each variety of the disease, 
which would proye of but little inter- 
est to any but professional readers. 
He held that climate had no influence 


that it was undoubtedly less severe in 
warm, dry localities. 

For treatment he recommended keep- 
ing the patient in a warm room and 
giving small doses of quinine or acon- 
ite at the beginning, later treating 
the symptoms as they appear. He 
further asserted that we are sure to 
have the disease in Southern Califor- 
nia, and that he hoped the honor of 
discovering the bacillas might fall to 
one of our microscopists.
